The  record  of  collision  on  water  and  acci¬ 
dent  on  land  is  again  becoming  painfullyv 
frequent  and  fatal.  Them  is  a  culpable 
carelessness  of  life-on  the  part  of  some  who 
have  become  accustomed  to  the  idea  of  dan¬ 
ger  through  constant  travel.  Those  having 
in  charge  cars  and  steam  boats  should  be  held 
to  a  strict  account  for  the  cartful  admin ia- 
t ration  of  their  important,  even  sacred, 
trusts.  Persons  traveling  should  use  every 
due  precaution  for  their  personal  safety;  and, 
if  accident  occur,  should  seek  to  keep  ss 
cool  and  act  as  deliberately  as  possible.  If 
every  such  one— not  killed  nor  seriously 
injured— could  turn  up  ss  collectedly  as 
General  Grant  in  the  late  railroad  accident 
near  Long  Branch,  with  cigar  in  mouth,  it 
would  be  better  for  them  and  for  others  who 
might  be  served  by  them.  The  cigar  is  not 
essential  to  the  quality  called  for,  but  It 
points  s  wise  lesson. 


f  THE  CROPS.  ^ 

Front  all  directions  come  cheering  reports 
of  the  condition  of  the  crops.  Wheat  is  al¬ 
ready  being  harvested  in  some  parts  with 
unusually  large  yield  to  the  acre.  Hay  will 
be  abundant,  and  corn,  although  backward, 
will  turn  out  well.  The  potato  crop  will  be 
large,  and  all  other  products,  with  fruits, 
will  be  gathered  In  great  quantities  It  will 
probably  be  long  before  America  will  have 
to  import  potatoes  and  cabbages  again,  as  it 
has  done  this  last  year.  A  few  months  will 
make  a  great  difference — it  is  to  be  hoped — 
in  the  price  of  some  of  the  necessaries  of 
life. 


WAR! 

The  die  has  been  cast.  War  has  fairly  be¬ 
gun  in  Egypt.  It  will  not  be  a  surprise  if 
the  contest  proves  to  he  stubborn.  The 
Egyptians  are  led  by  a  man  of  knowledge, 
culture  and  genius.  Arabi  Pacha  has  wen 
his  way  and  attained  bis  ends  thus  far  by 
ability  and  force  of  character.  He  repre¬ 
sents  and  is  the  idol  of  the  Egyptians,  and  is 
backed  by  the  real  civilisation  of  the  land  of 
the  Nile.  He  is  moved  by  as  bitter  oppoei 
lion  to  the  Turks  sa  to  Europeans  in  general, 
tereets" of  ius  people  f  hat  lie  may  be  able 

to  accomplish  much  in  the  present  struggle 
rosy  be  seen  from  the  triumphs  of  Mkhemkt 
Au,  early  in  this  century.  The  only  ques¬ 
tion  ia  whether  he  will  be  able  to  stand 
against  the  forces  of  England.  The  occupa¬ 
tion  of  Alexandria  will  be  but  a  trifling  inci¬ 
dent  to  him.  This  was  to  have  been  con¬ 
ceded  at  the  outset.  The  real  straggle  will 
be  in  the  interior — at  C  airo,  with  its  magnif¬ 
icent  citadel,  planted  on  a  commanding  po¬ 
sition,  and  Mill  farther  inland. 

There  are  three  possible  results  of  the  war, 
one  of  yhich  will  be  gained : 

1.  The  Khedive  will  be  upheld  by  Eng¬ 
land  and  the  Powers,  with  the  Sultan  still 
the  suxerain  of  Egypt.  Things  will  be 
placed  nominally  where  they  have  been, 
with  larger  guarantees  to  Great  Britain. 
This  ia  ostensibly  what  the  latter  is  seeking. 
The  security  of  the  Khedive,  who  is  now 
protected,  is  demiuied-  But  it  U  extremely 
doubtful  if  this  result  will  be  reached, 
whether,  in  fact.  England  would  be  satisfied 
with  placinj  things  as  they  were,  with  all 
the  insecurity  and  uncertainty  which  has 
prevailed  under  the  conflict  of  authority. 

2.  A  second  result — even  in  the  event  of 
the  ultimate  victory  of  Great  Britain,  with 
the  oo-operation  and  consent  of  the  Powers— 
is  the  establishment  of  a  real  Egyptian  gov¬ 
ernment,  with  the  National  Party  in  the  as¬ 
cendant,  the  Turks  set  aside,  the  Saltan's 
anthorit/  ended  aud  the  tribute  hitherto 
paid  withdrawn,  or  transferred  to  England 
This  would  involve  possibly  a  protectorate, 
with  England  the  most  prominent  party  in 
the  arrangement.  As  between  the  recent 
order  of  things  and  this  second  possible  re- 
salt  we  repeat — as  we  heretofore  have  de¬ 
clared— the  latter  would  be  the  more  desir- 
able. 

3.  But.  there  is  a  third  possible  result 
which,  to  Americans,  would  be  hailed  with 
the  greatest  possible  satisfaction,  as  most  in 
harmony  with  our  ideas  of  national  rights, 
and  that  ia,  an  independence  of  nationality 
secured— a  nationality  which,  according  to 
all  accounts,  would  be  based  upon  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  our  own  Republic,  with  a  caliph  as 
president.  For.  Arabi  Pacha  has  been  a 
careful  student  of  Western  forms  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  has  take l  pains  to  have  our  consti¬ 
tution  printed  In  Arabic  anfl  circulated  among 
his  people.  Against  such  a  result  almost  all 
Europe  would  be  combined.  The  selfish 
policy  of  the  European  nations  is  opposed  to 
the  existence  of  a  strong  and  independent  na¬ 
tion  on  the  banks  of  the  Xile.  This  woald 
threaten  too  greatly  that  vital  artery  of  com¬ 
merce.  the  Sues  CanaL  The  demand  is  for 
a  weak  and  dependent  nation  in  that  locality.

And  now  the  doctors  are  quarreling  over 
the  body  of  GciTRAU.

er  the  fifth  man -is  not  sometimes  a  doctor.

People  gravely  inform  each  other  of  the 
character  of  the  day  which  k  apparent  to  all. 
And,  what  the  temperature  will  l>e  to- mar- 
row— whether  dt  will  be  fair  or  stormy- 
must  needs  be  questioned  about,  especially 
if  some  cherished  plan  is  dependent  for  its 
fulfillment  upon  favoring  weather. 

This  is  one  of  the  themes  of  conversation 
almost  the  world  over — in  heathen  India  as 
in  Curistian  America.  This  is  the  case  be¬ 
cause  men  everywhere  reco^nite  its  bearings 
upon  the  boped-tor  Harvests,  and  because  all 
are  subject  to  outside  influences.  It  has  its 
relation  even  to  dispositions  and  is  allowed 
to  affect,  in  the  exhilaration  or  depression  of 
animal  spirits,  moral  character.  Who  has 
not  felt  the  trying  effects  of  s  raw,  chill  day, 
when  the  air  seemed  laden  as  with  needles 
stinging  at  everv  nerve?— or  the  glow  of 
Spring  or  Autumn  air,  crowded  with  golden 
sunshine?  But  a  man  should  scarcely  allow 
himself  to  be  a  barometer  in  the  sense  of 
yielding  to  every  passing  change  of  season 
or  climate,  and — tgercurially — show  ‘•blue" 
or  “green'’  or  “yellow"  as  the  weather  may 
perchance.  AU  may  carry  enough  sunshine 
within  to  relieve  the  bitterness  of  the  cold 
and  enough  moral  vigor  to  endure  cheerily 
the  hot  days  of  Summer.

Tbe  School*  have  been  kept  open  ten  mouth* 
and  924  children,  between  tbe  agea  of  five  and 
eighteen,  have  been  enrolled  in  tbe  School* 
during  the  jear.  The  average  daily  attendance 
baa  been  afi.  follows:

The  School  Ceneue  In  May,  1H82,  showed  that 
there  are  1,623  children  now  resident  within  the 
district,  between  fire  and  eighteen  year*  of  age. 
Of  theae  about  230  atteod  private  school*  and 
about  380  attend  uo  school.  A*  many  do  uot 
enter  school  before  seven  yeara  of  age,  and  a 
large  Dumber  go  to  work  before  reaching  (be 
limit  of  eighteen  years,  the  number  who  do  not 
come  under  the  influence  of  tbe  Schools  Is  very 
small. 

There  have  been  some  change*  lu  tbe  corps  of 
teachers  during  the  year.  Mr.  John  B.  Dnu- 
bar,  who  Was  appointed  Principal,  baa  filled  tbe 
place  witli  ability  aud  faithfulness.  Ia  confer¬ 
ence  with  the  other  teachers  sud  Trustee#,  be 
ha*  labored  earnestly  and  successfully  to  in¬ 
crease  tbe  usefulness  of  the  School  In  every 
part.  Tc(  this  ent  some  slight  change*  have 
l tecti  made  In  the  course  of  atudy,  books,  and 
methods  of  teaching.  Freucb  baa  been  discon¬ 
tinued  In  the  High  School,  drawing  introduced 
into  all  tbe  classes,  and  special  attention  given 
is  reading,  writing,  arithmetic  aud  composition. 

Tbe  teachers  have  shown  themselves  faithful 
and  worthy  the  approbation  of  the  parents  of 
the  children.  They  have  all  received  special 
preparation  for  their  work,  and  bold  regular 
certificate  from  the  County  Board  of  Exarnin- 
«. 

The  discipline  of  tbe  School  has  been  good.

The  T  Tsfees  have  held  regular  meetings  up¬ 
on  the  tl  st  Tuesday  of  each  mouth,  with  spec¬ 
ial  meetings  as  often  a)  it  waa  found  neces¬ 
sary. 

They  visit  the  Schools  frequently  and  en¬ 
deavor  bv  every  means  to  raise  them  lu  charac¬ 
ter  and  promote  their  efficiency.  ,  Regular  re¬ 
ports  concerning  tbe  work  of  the  Schools  are 
made  by  the  Principal  to  ibe  Trustees  each 
month,  aud  become  tbe  subject  of  conference 
and  action. 

One  af  tbe  Trustees,  Rev.  A.  C.  Friasell,  has 
retired  duriug  the  year.  He  waa  long  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  tbe  Board,  and  while  taking  a  deep  in¬ 
terest  ia  every  branch  of  educational  work,  was 
especially  earnest  is  seeking  a  high  standard  of 
culture  and  reflnemeut  among  the  teachers, 
freely  devotlug  time  and  strength  to  securing 
this  important  resalt. 

In  response  to  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  Trustees, 
that  a  Primary  School  should  be  built  in  one  of 
the  outlying liiatriel a.  tl*c  Trustees  have  taken 
the  matter  under  considersimn  and  are  endeav¬ 
oring  to  secure  some  lot  suitable  for  the  pur¬ 
pose,  and  at  a  reason  a  bio  price.  Thus  far  their 
efforts  have  been  without  result. 

During  the  year,  an  addition  of  a  single  room 
to  the  Berkeley  School  has  been  made,  at  a  coat 
of  about  $800.  This,  wilh  the  employment  of 
an  additional  teacher,  has  largely  increased  its 
usefulness,  and  contributed  very  much  to  tbe 
comfort  of  the  scholars. 

The  snm  of  fifty  dollars  waa  raised  by  sub¬ 
scription  for  establishing  apd  increasing  tbe 
School  libraries.  This,  with  fifty  dollars  addi¬ 
tional  received  from  the  State,  baa  been  expend¬ 
ed  in  purchasing  new  books,  aud  binding  some 
which  had  become  worn  fhrougb  long  use. 
There  are  now  three  libraries  in  use— one  at  tbe 
Centre  and  one  at  each  of  tbe  outlying  Schools. 
The  Trustees  have  fhrnlsbed  book-cases  for  tbe 
libraries  in  each  of  the  Schools.  At  a  moderate 
coal  each  year  they  ean  bo  gradually  improved, 
thus  making  them  of  increasing  use  and  inter¬ 
est  to  the  scholars.  A  subscription  of  ten  dol¬ 
lars  to  either  or  all  oi  the  libraries  would  be 
supplemented  by  a  Hke  amount  from  tbe  State 
fund.  Money  raised  by  tax  cannot  be  used  for 
this  purpose. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  School  are  in  ex 
cellent  condition,  aa  wilt  be  aeen  from  tbe  ac¬ 
companying  report.  Not  only  have  all  the  ex¬ 
penses  been  promptly  met,  but  we  have  also 
been  enabled  to  complete  the  year  with  a  small 
amount  still  in  tha  hands  of  the  Collector. 

In  providing  for  the  ever-increasing  needs  of 
the  School,  and  maintaining  its  efficiency,  the 
Trustees  look  for  counsel  and  support  to  ail 
wLo  are  interested  in  its  welfare.  Only  by  con¬ 
stant  effort,  wisely  directed,  ean  theae  ends  be 
secured.
